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Town could sacrifice growth to ‘do what’s right’

Didsbury could hike 
developing fees by more 
than double this year to 
help pay for infrastructure 
upgrades - but the change 
could hit the town where it 
needs help most. 

Growth. 

The town’s slogan is “the 
place to grow” but it’s 
done little of that since the 
economy tanked in late 
2008. 

Three years ago town 
officials estimated they’d 
double the population by 
2014. 

Didsbury was offering 
what Airdrie did five or 10 
years ago, affordable 
housing a short distance 


from Calgary and the 
Queen Elizabeth II black¬ 
top. 

People - mostly 
Calgarians- trickled into 
the housing market and 
developers began moving 
in looking to accommo¬ 
date growth bubbling up in 
this agricultural service 
community. 

In early 2008, Terra Sar 
Developments Ltd out of 
Calgary was continuing lot 
development in Valarosa 
Crossing, while other resi¬ 
dential projects started to 
come online. There was 
Fieldstone by Didsbury 
Developments, a company 
based out of Quebec, as 
well as Westland 
Developers at Fox Hollow, 
Spur Construction’s sen¬ 
iors’ condos and Valley 


West Homes in Deer 
Coulee Ranch. 

To ensure it could keep 
up with the population, 
town officials annexed 
15.5-quarter sections of 
land from Mountain View 
County. 

It was, by all accounts, a 
building boom until the 
recession hit in December 
2008. Since then at least 
two large developments, 
Fieldstone and Fox 
Hollow, have ground to a 
halt and the town esti¬ 
mates it’s now only grow¬ 
ing at three per cent each 
year. 

Didsbury needs to 
increase its tax base to 
help generate revenue and 
keep taxes at a bay - but it 
can’t expand residences 
without major upgrades to 


infrastructure, including a 
nearly maxed out sewer 
lagoon. The solution is to 
hike levies. 

Brittany Hutton, manag¬ 
er of planning and infra¬ 
structure, said taxpayers 
shouldn’t shoulder the 
costs of new development. 
This new levy is about 
“doing what’s right.” 

But is raising the levy 
from $17,000 an acre to 
almost $40,000 going too 
high, too fast? 

Developers think so. 

They say this town won’t 
stay competitive with sur¬ 
rounding communities like 
Carstairs and Olds, which 
can historically charge 
more for real estate. They 
also have lower levies. 

Olds charges about 
$8,500 to $23,000 an acre, 


while Carstairs charges 
$7,570 an acre for residen¬ 
tial and $4,513 an acre for 
industrial. 

“I think it’s an under¬ 
statement to say this (fee) 
might deter developers 
...this is going to make it 
impossible to develop,” 
said Monty Stecker, First 
Dominion Properties Inc. 

First Dominion is build¬ 
ing Fieldstone, a 600-unit 
development on 100 acres 
southwest of Didsbury. 
The fee when they first 
looked at the property was 
$9,000 an acre. That rose 
to $17,000 by the time they 
locked into a development 
agreement and could now 
cost them $39,088 now 
that their agreement has 
expired.

Levy break down 

- $97,720/ha or $39,088/acre 
up from $17,000/acre 

- Carstairs is at $18,705/ha 
for residential, while Olds 
charges up to $56,834/ha 
and Sundre fees go up to 
$68, 053/ha. 

- Carstairs and Sundre don't 
include transportation in their 
levies. 

- Levy covers water supply 
and distribution, sanitary 
sewage collection and treat¬ 
ment and future roadway 
infrastructure. 

- The last time the levy was 
updated was 2006 and before 
the town annexed new land.

Tobacco tax 
spurs black 
market trade 

The growing black market for cigarettes in Canada is 
becoming a larger and larger problem. It is a source of 
violent and organized crime and it deprives govern¬ 
ments of the full taxes from the sale of a legal product. 
To deal with this problem, governments must not fur¬ 
ther hike tobacco taxes, as doing so merely spurs 
black market trade. 

In the 1980s and 1990s governments faced large and 
growing deficits and mounting debt loads. They also 
faced decreased public acceptance of smoking. In 
response to both, government raised tobacco excise 
taxes. The raising of the taxes drove a growing black 
market. 

Different studies, including data from Statistics 
Canada, all estimate that between 1987 and 1998 con¬ 
traband cigarettes grew from one per cent of the mar¬ 
ket to between 27 and 33 per cent. This growth came 
at the same time that federal tobacco taxes more than 
tripled from $6 per carton to over $19 per carton. Many 
provinces matched these hikes. 

Taxes were reduced in 1994, in part to address the 
growing black market, but have since crept hack up. 
Today taxes comprises 45 per cent of the cost of a car¬ 
ton of cigarettes, which cost as much as $74.49 in 
Ontario. 

The return of high taxes has seen a return of the ille¬ 
gal tobacco trade. A 2009 study by the Convenience 
Store Association revealed that illegal cigarettes used 
by teens in Ontario schools had grown to 30 per cent 
and as high as 45 per cent in Quebec. Their research 
estimates that contraband cigarettes may be as much 
as 40 per cent of the total tobacco market today. 

With large deficits and mounting debt again being 
experienced by most governments, they may be tempt¬ 
ed to look to tobacco tax hikes to raise revenue. 

Such hikes do not receive the same public backlash 
as does hiking most other taxes and fees. In fact, in 
many cases non-smokers relish the thought of higher 
taxes on products they do not consume. Unfortunately, 
higher tobacco taxes won’t likely raise the revenue 
hoped. 

Recent Fraser Institute research shows that a 10 per 
cent increase in the price of tobacco products can 
reduce lawful cigarette sales by about 3 per cent to 10 
per cent. To the extent that some smokers evade excise 
taxes by purchasing contraband, the use of excise taxes 
to discourage smoking and increase government rev¬ 
enues is rendered ineffective. 

It is further estimated that the illegal tobacco trade 
deprives governments of $1.3 billion in tax revenues. 

High and rising tobacco taxes are also hurting many 
small businesses and driving illegal activities onto some 
reserves. Much of the illegal tobacco can be traced back 
to native reserves in both Canada and the United States. 
Some of it is even sold at ‘smoke shacks’ on reserves. In 
addition to illegal cigarettes being sold, in some cases 
taxes aren’t being charged to off-reserve Indians and to 
non-Indians even though they ought to be. 

The illegal activity is a result of people trying to avoid 
paying high taxes. Increasing tobacco taxes would fur¬ 
ther drive smokers away from legitimate small busi¬ 
nesses and would make the illegal track' on and off- 
reservo even more lucrative. 

Aversion to smoking should no longer be an excuse to 
ignore the problems of illegal tobacco. To deal with it, 
governments need to resist the temptation to hike 
tobacco taxes. Enforcing the rule of law would also 
help.

Crime fight deserves public support

While many Harper government policies and 
programs have received less than total public 
support in recent years, new moves to give law 
enforcement more and better tools to fight 
organized crime are on the right track. 

The government recently announced new regu¬ 
lations aimed at giving police and prosecutors a 
b(X)st in the fight against gangsters and their criminal 
associate's. 

As tilings stood in the past some of the criminal 
acts perpetrated by organized crime groups did not 
meet the definition of “serious offence” under 
Canadian law because they wen 1 not indictable 
offences punishable by sentences of five years or 
more. 

That, in turn, meant in some cases police and pros¬ 
ecutors were not able to make full use of peace 
bonds, bail, wiretaps, proceeds of crime legislation 


and parole eligibility provisions in fighting gangsters. 

The newly announced changes are aimed at recti¬ 
fying that unacceptable situation. The government 
says the changes will help ensure that penalties 
are more proportionate to the increased threat to 
public safety posed by organized criminal activity. 

While gangster activity has a much lower profile 
in rural communities than it does in the larger 
urban centres, there’s no question that organized 
crime is present right here in West Central 
Alberta - whether it’s overseeing the distribu¬ 
tion and sale of narcotics, fencing stolen prop¬ 
erty taken from homes, farms, businesses and 
industrial sites, or committing fraud and identity 
theft against area residents. 

If these latest changes end up giving RCMP in 
Sundre, Didsbury, Innisfail and Olds more and 
better tools in the fight against those same 
criminal elements they are welcome news for 
everyone.

“We’re exjMX'ting 70 to 100 riders to stop hen* for a barlte- 
cur* and rally la-fore they head on a tour of the Badlands," 
(iverwater said. 

The Motorcycle Ride for Dad, an organization raising 
funds for research and awan*nr*ss of prostate cancer, is cel¬ 
ebrating its 10th anniversary with a (iO-rlay national ride. It 
ho|tes to raise over a million dollars during the tour. 

The Motorcycle Ride for Dad began in Ottawa 10 years 
ago with 75 riders and has since expanded to an annual 
event in 25 cities. It’s raised more than $5 million for the 
cause. 

Didsbury remains the only rural ride in the country. It 
pulled in $109,222 this year alone. In 2008 and 200ft it raised 
a combined $151,908. The support grows each year with 
women and children coming on board from Didsbury and 
surrounding communities, Overwater said. 

Byron Smit h, ride captain and co-founder of the Ride, said 
the national tour has been a blast so far. It started out asatwo- 
man celebration and lias expanded to include - at some stops 
- over 600 motorcyclists. 

They just pulled into Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., last Saturday 
after a “touching" ride along the Highway of Heroes.
